The ‘Magistrate oxaminod the tipac, and 
asked him why ho had taken the body away 
for interment, without, an inquest being 
held. ‘The man replied that he did not 
know the coolie had died from wounds, He 
did not remove the body himaclf, but sent 
one of hia assistants. Dr Millvs and In- 
spector Mack wero presont at the inquest 
on behalf of the Council. The Magistrate 
thanked tho police for their services, but 
gave no verdict. Ho took the trpao inte 
the city with him, and asked for the address 
of the Chinoso woman who was with tho 
foreigner, She said:she aaw this man and
